THE GAME LAWS. 


All Wngers I'pon this JInoli-Mlxed Law 


May be Settled by the Following, 


For It i.s Correct, 


Thttre seems to be a vast difference of 


opinion in regard to the game laws of 
Illinois. An error on the part of the en- 
grossing olerk of one branch of the legis- 
lature caused some discussion as to 
whether or not the governor signed '.he 
statute passed by that body. This was 
raked up last year, and some are disposed 
to do BO this year. A Pantagraph re- 
porter called on Senator T. (J. Kerriok 
Saturday. He said the only way to do 
was to follow the statutes, What the 
governor had signed was the law, and 
was so published. 


The law provides that wild deer and 


wild turkey may be killed between Sep- 
tember 1 and January 15. 


QrouBB and praine chicken may be 


shot between September 16 and Novem- 
ber 1. 


Ruffled grouse, quail, pheasact and 


partridge may be hunted between Octo- 
ber 1 and December 1. 


Squirrels may be hunted between June 


1 and December 15. 


Wild geese, duck, brant and other wa- 


ter fowl may be hunted between Septem- 
ber Ifi and April 15. They must not be 
huntad between sunset and sunrise, or 
from any sneak boat or sink box in open 
water. The only ambush allowed by law 
is that furnished by a natural growth of 
reeds, canes, ilagB, wild rice, etc. The 
permit? is not less than 85 nor more than 
825 and costs, the guilty one to be con- 
fined in jail till the fine is paid.— Bloom- 
ington Pantuyraph.

(•Hint; the fact that the Second district 
had returned Democratic membors In 
all except ono election, and contending 
that tho presumptions, therefore, are in 
favor of Mr. lireckinridpe. tho report 
admits tho stealing of the ballot-box 
from Plummorville proclnct, on which 
the contest hinged, but it is held that 
this did not change the result, and that 
Colonel Clayton could not have boc-n 
elected with the addition to his re- 
turns of Republican ballots cast at 
riumraervillo. 


Relative to the instructions given by 


the House for "a full and thorough in- 
vestigation" of the case, the report 
calls attention to tho great number of 
charges and counter-charges and issues 
Involved.
